Council Appoints Chart 
Review Committee | 


The Albany City Council vot- 
ed at Monday night’s meeting 
to appoint fifteen Albany resi- 
dents to a City Charter Review 
Committee. 


The decision, following a pub- 
lic hearing that examined pos- 
sible structures for the commit- 
tee, was passed unanimously 
with Mayor Richard O, Clark 
being absent and Vice-Mayor 
Michael Gleason presiding. 


Debate had been heard over 
the number of people to be on 
the committee and whether they 
should be volunteers or appoin- 
tees. 


“The committee must be 
small enough to be workable,’’ 
said Councilman Patrick Grif- 
fin. According to the recently 
elected young councilman a 
committee of more than 15 
would probably prove unwork- 
able. 

Albany resident Robert Elliot 
took issue with Griffin's stand. 

“Why do we have the idea 
that this committee has to be 
small to be workable?” asked 
Elliot. ‘‘Whether it is workable 
or not depends on the ileader- 
ship that cornes from the com- 
mittee.” 

Elliot also said he believed 
that the committee should be 
completely volunteer. 

Louis Bell of 926 Santa Fe 
disagreed with Elliot on this 
point. 

“The reason for appointing 
members is to get a good cross 
section of the community,’’ Bell 
said. He pointed out that a vol- 
unteer committee may not be 
very diversified. 

Each councilman will make 
three appointments to the com- 
mittee. Two weeks will be al- 
lowed for interested people to 
sign their own names or rec- 
ommend others for appoint- 
ment, The list will be available 
in the City Clerk’s office. 

In unfinished business held 
over from the April 29 meet- 
ing the Council discussed the 
purchase of a three acre site ad- 
jacent to the middle school 
property for recreational pur- 
poses. 

According to City Administra- 
tive Officer James B. Turner 
the land price is $1.75 per 
square foot or $228,000 for the 
three acres. This is the same 
price that was paid for the mid- 
dle school site. 

This money is currently avail 
able, said Turner, from city 
funds earmarked through reve- 
nue sharing, 

Elliot urged the Council not 
to purchase the land because it 
is not known how much main- 
tenance or capital improve 
ments would cost. Also if capi- 
tal improvements were desired 
a bond issue would have to be 
passed and, said Elliot, Albany's 
track record shows that a bond 
issue is not likely of passing. 

Councilman H. F. Call en- 
couraged the Council to pur- 
chase the land because there 
was no urgency to improve it 
and he felt it would be best to 
acquire it while the price was 
still low. 

In further unfinished busi- 
ness the price of dog licenses 
was raised to $5 with the ex- 
ception of neutered animals 
which would cost only $2.50. A 
certificate of- proof by a licens- 
ed veternarian would be re- 
quired.

The drawers of 
his oaken roll-top desk and 
matching filing cabinet, pur- 
chased for a total of $61 in 1909, 
are crammed with old tickets 
and receipts, timetables, rail 
spikes and other memorabilia.

You can lighten your electric load 
by following these basics: 


I Turn off all lights that are 
e not essential. 
Never use a higher wattage 
e bulb than is necessary to do 
the job. Where just a little light 
is needed, replace large wattage 
bulbs with smaller ones.

ABANDONED CARS 


Cody, Wyoming — (HK) — 
Chances are good that aban 
doned or junked-cars in this area 
will receive a respectable burial, 
In fact, over the last 18 months, 
111 junked cars have been pro- 
perly laid to rest here. 

Marathon Oil Company is us- 
ing junked cars and abandoned 
cars to protect underground well 
casing pipe in the company’s 
Oregon Basin oil field, The old 
cars serve as anodes which di- 
vert corrosive action from the 
metal pipes underground. 

For example: metal buried in 
moist soil forms an electric- 
al current-producing cell—much 
like a battery. In this atmos- 
phere, metal pipes corrode un- 
less something is done to divert 
the electric current. This is 
where the anodes or junked cars 
come in. Through an electrical 
hook-up above the ground, the 
current flow is reversed and di- 

rected to the anode permitting 
the metal pipes to stay intact. 

The life of a junk car anode 
is several times that of five or 
six commercial type anodes 
which presently sell for $36 ea. 
In addition to the economics, 
Marathon is helping to rid the 
area of abandoned cars on city 
streets and old hulks. marring 
the country’s landscape. 

A Marathon official stated, 
“Though not applicable in ev- 
ery situation, the junk cars are 
being used to advantage in this 
instance, and the idea has po- 
tential for use in other fields.”
